DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-8, filed on June 30, 2009, with respect to Sze (U.S. 
Patent Publication No. 2002/0060669) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 20-34 has been withdrawn. Specifically as pointed out by Applicant, Sze 
does not teach or suggest the claimed features that of "wherein all light received by the apparatus 
for 3D imaging and any light emitted by the apparatus for 3D imaging passes through a physical 
terminus of the apparatus at which point a maximum separation between any two light rays used 
for 3D imaging does not exceeds 2 inches" as recited in last 4 lines of independent claim 20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 20-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:
